French Liner La Bourgogne Goes 


Down. 


Six Hundred Lives Lost—200 Are 


Saved. 


Benton Harbor Is Now 
- Sure of It. 


Railroads Are Ready to 
Build. 


Will Be Large and a 
Credit to the Citv. 


A Victory for the Old 
Council. 


Halifax, Nova Scotia, July 6—The French liner 
steamer, la Bourgogne, was lost in a heavy fog 
and GOO out of the 800 persons aboard were lost. 


The la Bourgogne is owned by the Trans-At­ 
lantic steamship company and left New York for 
Havre last Saturday. 


On Monday morning at 5 o’clock during an im­ 
penetrable fog she ran in collision with the Brit­ 
ish ship, Cromartyshire, sixty miles off South 
Sable Island. 


After the collision the French liner rapidly 
sunk and those in their berths had hardly time to 
escape. Only *200 out of the 800 persons aboard 
were saved. 


All the officers of la Bourgogne, excepting the 
purser and three engineers were drowned. 


The British boat was not disabled.

Two week» ago the otlieiab of the 
West Michigan. Big Four uml Benton 
Harbor railroads held a conference in 
this city in regard to the construction 
of a union depot. T h k K v k n in u N k w s 
gave the reason for the visit at me 
time, while the oil.or local papers 
stated the conference was in regard to 
gome insignificant railroad crossing. 


A letter was read at the council 
meeting last uight, a result of the con­ 
ference referred to. 
It was from tîen- 
oral 
Manager Heald of the 
We*t 
Michigan co Many and lie stated that 
the three companies “»itering Benton 
Harbor were now reavk to join baud* 
and build a station that would be a 
“credit to the city.” 


The new station will be located a*out 
midway between the old rookeries now 
used by the Big Four and West Michi­ 
gan. All that the railroad companies 
ask for is to trade a little real rotate 
The 
present 
highway 
crossing 
the 
trades 
at 
the 
old 
West 
Michigan 
station is 
on the 
rail­ 
road land while the street proper 
is west of the land used for the street. 
It is the wish of the company to keep 
the road where it is now and*to make a 
trade of the land. The street commit­ 
tee consisting of Aldermen Brown, 
Cole aud Hall and City Attorney Hicks 
visited the ground this morning and 
will report favorably on the proposi­ 
tion of the company. 


Mayor B»*ant had, *n interview with 
.General Manager Heald a few days 
ago and learned that the depot will be 
one of modern design where the trains 
will run under shelter as they load and 
unload passengers. The West Michi­ 
gan tracks will be on the worth side, 
the Big Four in the center and tne 
Benton Harbor tracks on the south 
side. The railroads are ready to build 
as soon as the matter of the street is 
settled. 


This outcome is a decided victory 
for the position taken by the old coun­ 
cil in the depot matter. 
It will be re- 
membered that the Big Four wished 
§ emission to build a cheap Woçden ad- 
ition to their old depot and the coun­ 
cil would not allow it, 
There were 
street statesmen who denounced this 
action of the council as standing in the 
way of public improvement. Had the 
Big Four been allowed this privilege 
the union depot would uot have beeu 
*ulit for years.

Ordered To Be Planned by the 
Commanders of Our Army 
and Navy in Cuba. 


SHAFTER AND SAMPSON TO OONFER 


Final Attack on Santiag^o de Cuba 
Hat Been Postponed for a 
Few Dayt. 


M erriiiiac Dooü Not Illock tlie M outh of 
the H arbor and the Idea Is to Have the 
Fleet Force a PuM.tuj^e—Success W ould 
Make Santiago tJnteuable for L inares— 
Troop», .Some of Them from tlie W est, 
O rdered to tlie Front. 


Washington, 
July 6 .— It is learned 
authoritatively that tremendous pres­ 
sure Is being brought to bear upon the 
Spanish commander of Santiago by the 
foreign consuls to induce him to sur­ 
render. 
The consuls have communi­ 
cated with their home governments, 
and it Is believed here that representa­ 
tions will be made by them to Spain to 
induce her to permit the city to sur­ 
render, thereby preventing further loss 
of life and property. 


Washington, July 6.—As a result of the 
cabinet meeting yesterday instructions 
were sent by the president to Admiral 
Sampson and General Shafter to confer 
together concerning a joint plan of a t­ 
tack upon the city. 
Upon the outcome 
of this conference depends the line of 
action for the immediate future. For the 
present the land bombardment by Gen­ 
eral Shaftor’s forces has been deferred, 
as the 
situation 
has 
.so completely 
changed 
by the annihilation 
of 
the 
Spanish fleet that it is manifestly the 
part of wisdom for this land bombard­ 
ment to await the co-operation and sup­ 
port of a bombardment from Admiral 
Samps'on's fleet. 
General Shafter’s de­ 
mand for the surrender of Santiago on 
the pain of bombardment was made at 
S:.SO o'clock Sunday morning. An hour 
later Admiral Cervera made his sui­ 
cidal dash from the harbor, re.sultlng- m 
a' complcite transformation of the naval 
and military conditions. 


Waiiiiij;; to .Strike a H arder 


Instead ot a menacing Spanl.«h fleet 
within the harbor the way has been 
cleared, save for the shore batteries, for 
the entrance of the American ileet up to 
the very wharves of the city. With this 
material change wrought It was obvi­ 
ous lo the authorities here that the blow 
Intended to be delivered by Genera! 
Shafter alone would be doubly effective 
and decisive if the two forces could bo 
brought togothiT and strike .simultan­ 
eously from land and sea. It Is for this 
reason that the conference Is held Ije- 
tween the American general and the 
Americp,n admiral. 
Up to the close t)f 
ifilc * hours yesterday no word had ct.mi- 
elthor to the war or navy department 
so far as was discloHcd, as to what de- 
termlnaton had been reached at the 
conference. 


I*ru(;tl(!ully O rd e re d In to th e Hiirt>or. 
At the sam e time It is the clear ex- 
poctatli»n of the authorities here that 
the conference will re.sult In a determin­ 
ation by the admiral to take kis Ileet 
tl’.rough the narniw neck of the harbor, 
make his way past the shore batteries 
ard fortifications, and take ijositlon be­ 
fore the city for a bombaidment. There 
is reason lo believe that theinstructions 
i^ent to Admiral Sampson at least con­ 
veyed the deire—if not the instructions 
—that he enter the harbor. 
But it is 
said that the admiral and the general 
continue to be the supreme oflicals in 
authority, and that being on the scene, 
fully alive to all the conditions, their 
judgment will be taken as final in the 
course tf» l>e adopted. 


M e rrlu tu e li* N ot in tlie C h an n e l. 


There' is said to be no obstacle, so 
far as navigation is concerned, to the 
entrance of the harbor by the American 
tleei. The navy department has known 
for the past ten days that the neck of 
the channel was open, despite the sink­ 
ing of the Merrimac, and that there 
was a clear seaway of seven fathoms, 
through which any ship in our navy 
could sail. 
This removes all difficulty 
except from submarine mines or from 
shore batteries. 
Once up to the city 
the fleet and army could combine in a 
terrific double fire. K«' le.ss than 292 
heavy guns would lie .rained from the 
American ships on the city, and at the 
same time the siege guns which it is 
expected have been brought to the front 
of Shafter’s line %vould rain down tor­ 
rents of steel from that quarter,

A message 
received 
from 
General 
Shafter indicates that the situation of 
the people of Santiago is terrible. They 
are not only panic-stricken ov'er the 
fear of bombardment, but they are su f­ 
fering from the lack of the actual neces­ 
saries of life. 
In one of his cablegrams 
Oenerai Shafter says; “The town CSan- 
tiaigro] is in a terrible condition as to 
food. 
The people are starving. Rice is 
practically the only staple article ot 
food they have." 
General Shafter, re­ 
ferring to he condition of those injured, 
says: "All the wounded are doing sin­ 
gularly well, only one death having oc­ 
curred since the battle.” General Shat­ 
ter's statem ent of the situation in San­ 
tiago is borne out by the condition of 
the men captured by the American fleet 
from the vessels of Cervera’s squadron. 
They had been on half rations so long 
that m any of them were nearly fam ­ 
ished.

First corps. 


Washington, July 6. — The 
Second 
brigade, First division of the Second 
army corps, broke camp at Camp Alger 
yesterday afternoon and started on its 
journey to Santiago to reinforce Gen­ 
eral Shafter’s army. The J^econd brigade 
is composed of the Eighth Ohio, Sixth 
Illinois, and Sixth Massachu?cttc!, Gen­ 
eral Garretson commanding. 
The regi­ 
ments departed before daybreak this 
morning. 
The Ohio regiment goes to 
New York where.it will embark on the 
St. Paul, wl^ile the Illinois troops go to 
Charleston, S. C.. and w'ith the M assa­ 
chusetts men will be transported upon 
the Harvard and Yale. All Supertluous 
baggage was left behind and everyth'nr; 
that could be spared was discarded. It 
being the desire to move the regiments 
with all poss ble haste.

The question has t)een raised in 
Grand Rapids and other cities as to 
whether the new stamp law makes it 
necessary to affix a war stamp t ) the 
orders issued by u municipality. 


The way the city pays its bills is to 
issue to its creditors orders for the 
amount due. These orders are not in 
the form of a check, but are simply an 
order on the city treasurer. They may 
be pa«sed at any bank or cashed at the 
treasurer’s office. 


The city of Grand Rapids has con­ 
strued the law as not to require these 
orders to be stamped, but City Clerk 
Chaddock will stamp the Benion Har­ 
bor orders until there is a rulin«»- in the 
matter and thus take no chances. 


An average of tifty orders per month 
are issued and the stamp tax will cos^t 
the city $12 |)er year. 


A rulin" was made that checks is­ 
sued by feiate trcaBiirers for the ex­ 
penses of the state are nut taxable.

THE CHICAGO STRIKERS. 


The Chicago papers appeared this 
morning after having been tied up for 
four days by 200 striking atereotypers. 
The strikers have lost their places 
which carried with them salaries of 
$1,000 per year for labor of no higher 
class than that found in a smelting fur­ 
nace and with actual hours one-third 
to onvhalf as long. 
No trade was paid 
so well, no mechanics had such steady 
employment and still without warning 
these stereotypers informed the Chica­ 
go publishers on June 30 that unless a 
raise of 30 to 40 per cent in wages was 
given them at once that a strike would 
be declared. The publishers wanted 
to have the matter adjusted by arbi­ 
tration but the strikers replied that an 
answer yes or no must be forthcoming 
in five minutes. 


The publishers of the newspapers re­ 
fused to have their business run by 
their employes and posted notices that 
DO papers would be issued until ar­ 
rangements could b3 made for all the 
newspapers 
to 
resume 
publication. 
Stereotypers from other cities 
have 
arrived and the strikers are out of a 
job. 


The strikers took it for granted that 
under no 
circumstances would the 
great Chicago papers suspend publica­ 
tion and they imagined that they could 
force a contract that would bring them 
in money which they had not earned. 


The strikers are deserving of no 
sympathy whatever. They will prob­ 
ably tramp or go out and preach the 
cruelties of grinding capital.

It appears \th at the tendency in the 
British and the United States navies is 
to reduce tlio number of guns and to in­ 
crease their arcs >f lire and also to have 
no guns above 0 inch caliber for sup­ 
porting" the 12 or 13 inch.

Washington, July 6.—Hoar made the 
principal speech in the senate yester­ 
day. 
He spoke in favor of annexation. 
He found a ground for objection in the 
arguments advanced by the advocates 
of annexation, and in this connection 
stated general antagojsm to any policy 
of territorial e.cpansion. “If this is to 
be the first stt^p in a policy of domain 
over barbarous archipelagoes; if we are 
to Join with Europe in the plunder of 
China and in the pillage of Africa; if 
we are to be governed in part by people 
to whom the declaration of indepen­ 
dence is a stranger, or If we are to gov­ 
ern people with whom life and property 
are not sacred, then we should shun 
this proposition.” He denied, however, 
that the proposition involved the evils 
to which he alluded. The desire now for 
holding all countries taken incident to 
war was but a passing inclination—the 
child of excitement—and would pass 
av;ay when the war should end. 


Explain* the rending Propofiltlon. 
Hoar said the sole question so far as it 
^ a» vital was simply whether the Unit­ 
ed States would admit into immediate 
relationship a territory and people al­ 
ready in a situation that made them 
really a part of the Union. By a long 
established policy Hawaii could not be 
taken, with or without the will of the 
islanders, by any other pow'er. 
The 
United States already had Pearl harbor, 
and the pending proposition only pro­ 
posed to make that possession m^To se­ 
cure and extend to the people of H a­ 
waii blessings which we expressly de­ 
clared they should not secure from any 
other great power. 
He contended an­ 
nexation would extend the domain of 
peace. 


How to IJtlllxe Thin War. 


**I believe,” Hoar said, “that if we 
come out of this war without entering 
upon the fatal folly of retaining far dis­ 
tan t possessi.ons, tho worM will be so 
impressed with our strength that no 
nation will attack us for a hundred 
years.*’ He ridiculed the argument that 
the Introduction of the Islands and their 
male population Into the United States 
would menace this country’s institu­ 
tions and work injury to American la­ 
bor, and pointed out that the territory 
of the Islands was well nigh Inflnite 
small compared to the country’s present 
domain and the population of Hawaii 
.w as not equal, to that of a third-rate 
city.

Hoar was proceeding to discuss the 
danger of making the war one of con­ 
quest, .<ind was sounding a warning 
against it. He spoke of the war being 
the act of a great nation, bearing relief 
to an oppressed people In accord with 
Ih t spirit of a great nation that was 
actuated by a broader humanity than 
that which regards only self. , 


“As an authority," said Pettus of Ala­ 
bama, **does the senator from Massa­ 
chusetts believe this country con take 
Cuba as Its ow’n, or does the senator 
not think the United States Is bound in 
honor not to do h o ? ” 


**H|ie United States,” replied Hoar, 
"cannot take Cuba unless it ceases to 
be the United States.” He said it would 
be a crime for the country in the pres­ 
ent war to go farther than the annexa­ 
tion of the Sandwich islands—a matter 
substantially decided upon by the peo­ 
ple of the United State.«» long before the 
w ar was thought remotely probable. 


*‘The starry (lag is no emblem of 
domination,” he cried; “In time of peace 
let it not fly over conquered territory. 
It is the emblem of peace and freedom.” 
Hoar said we did not want large armies, 
or a great navy, or an enormous debt, 
or increased taxes; and the president. 
W'ho had earned the love of the country 
for his flrmness in his refusal to ru.sh 
prematurely Into war, would show tho 
same devotion and 
resolution 
when 
peace should come 
to 
prevent 
the 
change of the character of his country 
and In the course of time change of Its 
constitution. 


Lindsay of Kentucky 
spoke 
when 
Hoar concluded. He complimented the 
latter's speech, saying the country was 
well repaid for the prolongation of the 
debate to a point where the Massachu­ 
setts senator spoke. “It was in the na­ 
ture of a poetical apology for an act 
about to be taken, which, if not uncon­ 
stitutional, Is certainly extra-constitu- 
tlonal,” said Lindsay; "and it was also 
a patriotic protest against a policy of 
colonial expansion.” Lindsay then pro­ 
ceeded In opposition to the resolutions. 
He said that In refusing to recognize 
the Cuban republic and 
taking upon 
ourselves the authority to establish a 
government in the island 
we ^oukl 
make the government dependent upon 
its brtator and ready to turn the isl­ 
and over to the United States as it was 
now proposed to do with Hawaii. 


Feefling the StarvInK Cuban«. 


Washington, July 6, — The plan of 
feeding tbe starving Cubans is proceed­ 
ing systematically, despite the atten­ 
tion which the authorities are obliged 
to give to the w'ar. 
Yesterday large 
consignments of food were loaded on 
the steamer Port Victor at New York. 
These will be made up into rations and 
distributed over a wide terrtltory to 
tbe Cubans. This is but one of several 
consignments, as the work of relief has 
been going on for the past two months, 
hundreds of thousands of government 
rations being distributed.

Cork slabs for insulat­ 
ing purpo.ses, life preservers, cork soles 
and insoles and penholders are also 
made from cork w’aste. It is very large­ 
ly used for a filler in tho lining of cold 
storage aud ice houses, siuco cork is a 
nonconductor of heat. 


Another and a unique use of cork is 
that to which it i.s put in the interior 
ironwork and plate.s of ironclads and 
steanu'rs between the bottom of tho ves­ 
sel and the second or false floor in order 
to i)revent rust. The interior surface of 
the ironwork is coated with paint, and 
while tho latter is still wet it is pow­ 
dered with cork dust in the same \vay 
that wood is sanded to resemble stone. 
The waste sometinu« takes the place of 
asbestus in covering steanj pipes. 
Both 
cork wood and waste make a very de­ 
sirable handlo or grip for fish poles, 
which is a comparatively recent idea. 
Cork hats and helmets, gill or seiUe 
corks, ring buoys and mooring buoys, 
cork k'nders for vessels and cork cajis or 
washers for tops of cans repre.sent also 
some of tho uses of this article.—Now 
York Commercial Advertiser.

A Dry Salt Hath. 


A dry salt bath is said to tone np the 
general system and renovate tho con»- 
plexion as if by magic. ‘*I never had 
iinything do mo so much good, ” says a 
wonuui who has tried it this spring. 
“ When my fancy began to turn serious­ 
ly to that tired feeling with budding 
trees and buzzing bees, which it does 
every yeiur as surely as the youth’s does 
to lovo, my physician advi.sed me to 
give tonics tho go by and to try instead 
dry salt baths. 1 nearly filled a large 
earthen jar with the coarsest salt I could 
get and added enough water to this to 
make a sort of thick salt paste, but not 
enough to dissolve tho mineral.

in handhils and rub it briskly over my 
body. Next 1 jump into a tub of clear, 
cold water and take a thorough d(»us- 
ing, but in a great hurry. 
Tins being 
done, I tako a brisk rub down with a 
Turkish towel. The effect is delicious. 
It give.s one a sense of exhilaraticm. But 
the best part of tbo dry salt bath is not 
the feeling of fre.shness and renew’ed 
life that it imparts, but tho soft, satiny 
texture of the skin.” —Exchange.

The Leaf Cutter Bee. 


A writer in Knowledge describes tho 
interesting operations «)f the beo called 
the “ leaf cutter. ” This insect drills in 
a sand bank a hole 10 inches deep and 
half un inch in diameter and divides it 
into about a dozen compurtments or 
cells. Each cell is composed of pieces of 
leaf, cut into proper sliapes and care­ 
fully fitted togetiier. 
Rose leaves and 
sweet ijea leaves aro among tho favorites 
of tlie bees. 


Tho (mtting is done with tho jaws, 
while tho six legs hold tho leaf iu posi­ 
tion and enable the insect to turn itself 
about with the precision of a pair of 
compasses. 
Some of the cut pieces are 
perfect circles. Others aro oblong fii,nu'es 
of varying proportions. Having cut out 
the segment of leaf, an operation re- 
cjuiring about 30 seconds, the bee car­ 
ries it to tho sand bank and then ro- 
turns for more materials. When a pieco 
has been nearly cut off, the bee, in or­ 
der to prevent tearing, poises itself in 
tho air with its wings and completes 
tho operation with a clean cut.
